The tax of 20 cents per 11 OO of 
valuation for street 
oiling 
was 
abandoned and th e 13 cents orig­ 
inally asked for the garbage re ­ 
duction was reduced to IO cents. 
This made a net reduction of 23 
cents. 
The saving to the people 
in taxes will be between $13.(too 
an d $14,000. 
Earlier in th e day County Clerk 
George L. Riggs announced that 
th e registered bond tax would be 7 
instead of 9 cents and the county 
bond 2 cents instead of 3 cents as 
originally figured. 
Some other 
reductions have been made, red u c­ 
ing th*» tax total to $6.96 instead 
of $7.05 as previously announced.

It is interesting to not* 
in this connection that railroad* 
entering Jacksonville last year at 
first declined to pay the am o u n ts 
taxed against their properties for 
oiling, in view of the court finding 
However, afte rw a rd Mayor Crab 
tree wrote to officials of the B u r ­ 
lington, C. & A. and Wabash and 
acquainted th em with all th e facts. 
with the result that th** oil tax was 
paid voluntarily. 
The council discussed at sum 
length th e question of abolishing 
the garbage departm ent or reduc 
m g the tax. 
It was finally decid 
ed to reduce the tax from 13 to IO 
cents and at th e same time un u n ­ 
derstandin g was reached that there 
will be some revision of the plan 
of operation of the d ep a rtm e n t 
with the endeavor to give increas­ 
ingly efficient service.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Changes in federal taxes vot­ 
ed by congress last month will come into full force tomor- tor,H 
row. Here’s how they will affect you: 
When you ride on a railroad train or an inland or coast­ 
wise steamer you no longer will have to pay the government 
eight per cent of the amount of your fare and eight per 
cent of the cost of your seat, berth or stateroom. 
When you ship freight you will not be assessed an extra 
three per cent and the cost. Likewise you can send pack­ 
ages by express or parcels post without having to give up a 
“war tax.” 
When you visit the corner drug store for a bottle of pro­ 
prietary medicine, a tube of tooth paste, a toilet preparation 
or the like you will escape the vexatious stamp taxes. 
When you go to a soda fountain you no longer will find 
Uncle Sam holding out his hand for a penny on each ten 
cents or a fracion that you pay the clerk for a drink or a. 
pl?'H> of ice cream. 
I f you want to sport a pair of shoes costing more than $10 
or a shirt costing more than $3 you will not have to lay out 
a tax. These and all of the rather so-called luxury taxes on 
clothing, as well as those on umbrellas, parasols, sun shades,: 
picture f r a m e s , trunks, valises, pocketbooks, etc., go into 
the discard tomorrow.
